their Convoy. - 

2. When any Merchant-Ship-ſhall com and defirethe ſaid 
Convoy,the ſame ſhall be ſiriAly viſited, leaſt any other Ships 
or goods,but fuch as properly belong to our Subje&s, or per- 
haps to ſuch as are neutral, might bee received under the pro - 
teltion of our Convoys. For which end.all the Paſſes and 
Certificates of the vr raphy of ap {hall bee diligently exa- 
mined; and a firit inquirie made,by the Admiral, or the chief. 
Commanders of the faid Conyoys. And inparticular if it 
happen's that ſom neutral Towns ſhall defire their Ships and 
Goods to fail under our Convoys, wee can fee no ſufficient 
reaſon, why wee ſhould deny it : But yet in that caſe,,they 
fhall bee obliged to give full and ſufficient ſecuritie to- our 
ſaid Convoys, by the Teſtimonial Letters of the Magiſtrates 
of the Towns, from whence they ſet forth, concerning the 
proprietie of the Ships and goods, lealt, under the ſaid Ships 
and goods of the faid Towns, any fraudlic hid and covered; 
becauſ the Officers of our ſaid Men of War ſhall have ſuch 
a care,that if they meet at Sea with any Flett,either great, orc 
ſmall,they mighs have a cleer and fincereanſwerto give them. 

3.[f any be ſo bold, againſt thicour ſevere Command,tqabuſe- 
any of our Convoys, thereby nngan4 | to cover his frauds, 
and the ſame,either preſently after, or afterwards in progreſs 
of time, ſhall happen to com to knowledg, the ſaid goods and: 
warcs,or their true value, without an cy, rp ſhall bee- _ 
forfeited to us and to-our Crown, if the ſaid goods, or the 
defrauder himſelf, orany part of his other goods, then, ov 
hereafterat any time,be found in our Kingdoms, Dominions, 
or Ports. And Licthe..che Ski ,if hee beeconvicted to have 
been conſcious of the fraud, ſo that hee bee not able to cleer 
himſelf of jr, beſides the goods fo concealed, ſhall loſe the 


part,hee may havein the bi ; or if hee hath none, then hee 
{hall bee arreſted, untl] he redeem's himſelf with'5 60 crowns. 
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4. If our fois of Convoy do meet perchance with, et- 
ther many, or tew, or one Ship,of whatſoever Nation they 
might bee, they ſhall bze bound to . require nothing ell of 
them, but good correſpondence ; to declare all manner of 
friendſhip with any of them; and to take heed, not togive any 
Jawful or juſt cauſ of mif-underſtanding or quarrel. And wee 
ar? further content, that if aity Fleet of men of War doth, in a 
juſt manner,require ic of them;they might ſhew our Powers 
or Paſſes, and declare what Ships haye been received under 
the proteCtion of their Convoy. But,by all decent way, they 
ſhall decline, eicher to bee themſelvs, or any intheir compa- 
nie, particularly ſearched ; but,as they are gon out with full 
fecuritie, leſt any fraud ſhould bee Bod, ny ; fo likewiſe 
wee delire they might bee credited, that they.might go on in 
their Voyages, without let or moleſtation , ' with all the 
Veſſels in their companie.” A Es 

5. If our Conyoys meet with any Caper, and bee not trou- 
bled by him, they ſhall forbear to meddle with him, Bur, if 
they obſery him to intend any violence, wee will have our 
Men of Wardiligently to-mark from whence ſuch Caper did 
ſet forth , and then ſeriouſly to warn him of the debate and 
accuſation like to infue before his own Magiſtrate. . And if 
for all that hee dgth not deſiſt, and if necelſeic forceth there- 
unto, Ours ſhall, as much as inthem laie, by force. repull . 
violence, both from themſelys,and from their companie. 

- 6..As wee finde that no lawful ſuſpicion can bee had of our 


' free Ships, when they are once paſt the Channel between 


England and France 3 fo wee will not have our Men 'of War 
to conduQthem farther then the Ports within the ſaid Chan- 
nel... In particular;for fom'ſpecial cauſes, wee will have our 
Men of Warnow at the be; Fring , to direQt ſpecially their 
Convoys to ſuch Ports, as are neutral in this War between 
Englendand the Netherlands , until wee do otherwiſe declare. 
our minde thereapon :- But yet ſo,as it might bee free.ro a- 
ny of our Subje&s to go either into England or into.the Ne-'.

8. That a more exadt regard might bee had of the time 
when our Men of War ſhall bee bound to ſer forth from Go- 
themburg for Convoys ; Wee thought fic that at leaſt the ſame 
bee don once In a month, when there ſhall bee any Ship rea- 
dy to bee conduCted. But otherwiſe whenſoever 10 Mer- 
chant-Ships ſhall bee ready at Gothemburg to bee convoyed,, 
they ſhall do it without regarding the time. And in particu- 
lar,they ſhall obſerv this,that when the number of Merchant- 
Ships is leſs. then 10, they onely ſhall want one Ship, of 
Convoy; but if they bee above 10, to thenumber of 20, two 
Ships of Convoy ſhall bee granted them. And,if there bee 
yet more in number, the Admiral ſhall have power to deter- 
mine how manly Convoys they ſhall have. | 
9. Becauſ hereby wee onely intend to provid: to the ſe- 
curitie of the navigation of our faithful Subje&ts ; therefore 
our will is, that all fuch as do inhabit our Dominions, King- 
doms, or Provinces, who are willing to enjoy the free. navi- 
gation towards and through the Weſtern Seas to neutral 
places , ſhould forbear, during the preſent unſafetie at Sea , 
raſhly tro go further then Gothemburg , but ſhould remain 
therg and: look for Convoys ; that ſo much the better wee 
might undertake their proteion. |. And if any , lighting 
this our gracious precaution , doth put himſelt in danger , 
hee is to ex ſpect to bee brought by us to condign puniſh- 
ment for his temeritie. | 
10. Laſtly , thatthecharges required for the maintaining 
of our ſaid Men of War, bee not meerly and ſolely born by 
Us and our Crown , and yet not becom grievous to thoſe
